According  to  Lowry  Nelson,  head 
if  the  extension  division,  under  which 
lepartment  this  work  is  fostered,  its 
imrpose  is  to  furnish  a training 
chool  for  leaders.  When  it  is  real- 
zed  that  only  one  citizen  out  of 
:very  hundred  has  an  opportunity  to 
;o  to  college,  the  need  of  ways  and 
weans  of  carrying  the  college  to  the 
>eople  becomes  evident.  Many  de- 
vices are  utilized  for  this  purpose, 
nmong  them  being  correspondence; 
.ourses,  lectures,  institutes,  etc.  It 
eems  altogether  fitting  that  the 
church  university  should  devote  itself 
or  at  least  one  week  to  providing  ed- 
ucation for  the  adult  members  of  the 
church.  Obviously  all  cannot  come  to 
Leadership  Week.  It  therefore  re- 
vives itself  into  the  question  of  the 
tttendance  of  a few  representatives 
rom  each  stake.  These  leaders  can 
jet  the  message  of  Leadership  Week 
und  carry  it  back  to  their  respective 
ocalities. 

Not  only  does  the  inistitution  aim 
i;o  train  leaders  for  church  activities, 
>ut  it  also  gives  instruction  in  various 
phases  of  community  life.  This  year 
tbout  twenty  courses  are  being  offer- 
ed which  are  widely  varied  in  nature. 
3ne  of  these  courses  which  is  of 
ipecial  significance  is  the  social  wel- 
:'are  which  will  be  conducted  by  Pro- 
essor  John  C.  Swenson.  The  work 
under  discussion  will  be  concerned 
vith  principles  and  methods  of  mod- 
ern social  work,  with  special  emphasis 
jpon  mental  hygiene  as  a means  of 
avoiding  delinquency,  poverty  and 
other  forms  of  social  adjustment. 

Bother  speakers  of  this  section  are 
W.  R.  Calderwood  whose  subject  will 
oe  “Historical  Background  of  Sociol- 
ogy” Garland  H.  Pase  who  will  speak 
on  “Feeble  Mindedness  and  It’s  Con- 
trols.” 

In  addition  to  the  special  courses 
there  are  each  afternoon  general  as- 
semblies in  College  Hall  when  special 
speakers  address  the  group.  Each 
day  from  5 to  6 there  is  a general 
social  hour  in  the  ladies’  gym,  and 
each  evening  at  8 o’clock  there  is 
some  sort  of  free  entertainment  in 
College  Hall.

Leadership  Week 
Provides  Complete 
Recreation  Program 


One  of  the  outstanding  programs  to 
be  carried  out  during  the  Fifth  An- 
nual Leadership  Week  is  the  course 
outlined  in  Recreational  Leadership. 
The  chairmen  of  this  department  are 
endeavoring  to  follow  a course  that 
will  impress  upon  church  members 
the  need  for  concerning  themselves 
with  child  play  and  adult  amusement 
and  the  method  of  solving  the  prob- 
lems now  pending  upon  there  uses. 
How  to  make  recreational  work  more 
educational  and  practical  will  be  the 
theme  of  the  lectures  and  demonstra- 
tions. 

The  methods  for  teaching  folk 
dances  and  other  rhythmic  activities 
will  be  given  daily  in  the  Ladies’ 
Gymnasium.  Demonstrations  of  in- 
terpretive dancing  will  be  illustrated 
by  Miss  Jeppson’s  dancing  girls.  They 
will  show  what  can  really  be  done 
with  music  and  the  action  that  can 
be  put  into  it.  This  course  will  prove 
especially  valuable  to  the  teachers 
whose  class  supervision  deals  with 
primary,  Beehive  and  the  Gleaner 
girls. 

The  principles  of  recreation  will  be 
stressed  and  will  deal  mainly  with 
the  relation  of  recreation  to  leisure 
time.  How  to  build  character 
through  recreation  will  be  emphasiz- 
ed as  well  as  recreation  planning,  or- 
ganization and  its  relationship,  lead- 
ership in  housing  and  equipment.  This 
will  be  given  under  the  auspices  of 
the  M.  I.  A. 

So  important  is  the  problem  of  the 
recreation  in  the  home  that  games 
will  be  introduced  and  various  means 
of  home  entertainment  given.  The 
course  will  include  some  of  the  most 
popular  games,  for  children  as  well 
as  adults. 

A theory  course  as  a basis  for  the 
recreational  programs  in  the  wards 
will  be  conducted  in  the  form  of  an  M.

In  many  cases  the  recommendations  do 
serve  the  best  interests  of  the  student  body, 
but  the  council,  it  must  be  remembered,  is 
human  and  recommendations  are  not  infallible.

THE  DIFFERENCE 


The  situation  which  has  arisen  as  result 
of  the  council’s  action  in  withholding  awards 
from  two  of  the  football  players  on  recom- 
mendation of  the  athletic  authorities  is  re- 
gretable  but  at  the  same  time  brings  to  public 
attention  a common  practice  of  student  council 
which  should  receive  comment. 

Often  the  council  will  pass  upon  import- 
ant measures  entirely  on  the  basis  of  depart- 
ment recommendation  without  taking  the  time 
to  thoroughly  consider  the  facts  of  the  case. 
Many  times  the  council  has  apparently  had 
as  its  motive,  speedy  action  guided  by  recom- 
mendations which  of  course  are  absolutely 
proper  and  give  the  student  body  a most  fair 


The  policy  of  the  Athletic  Council  in  with- 
holding honors  until  all  equipment  is  satis- 
factorily checked  in  at  the  end  of  the  season 
may  be  a policy  to  be  commended,  but  recent 
complications  which  have  arisen  show  that  it 
should  be  modified  somewhat.  True,  it  serves 
as  a check  on  the  loss  of  equipment  but  in 
some  cases  the  cheek  is  a little  too  far  reach- 
ing. 

A distinction  should  be  made  between 
the  property  used  by  the  team  as  a whole  and 
the  material  which  might  be  considered  the 
personal  property  of  the  individual  players. 
In  the  case  of  helmets,  all  members  of  the 
squad  used  the  better  helmets  when  in  the 
games.  Also  in  the  case  of  sweat  shirts,  under 
present  conditions,  it  is  expected  and  actually 
is  a fact  that  the  entire  team  makes  use  of  the 
shirts.  Reports  indicate  that  fifty  men  use 
the  fourteen  shirts  in  the  possession  of  the  de- 
partment. If  this  is  the  case,  it  is  not  just  to 
hold  any  player  responsible  for  material  used 
by  the  entire  squad.

LIKE  TO  BE  CALLED 

FLAPPER?  SURE,  SAY 

UNIVERSITY  WOMEN 


Despite  the  fact  that  the  coaching 
staff  recommended  eighteen  men  as 
being  worthy  of  receiving  official 
football  awards,  due  to  unfair  recom- 
mendations by  the  graduate  manager, 
Mieth  Maeser,  two  of  these  men  did 
not  receive  awards. 

Inadequate  material  both  at  the 
training  quarters  and  in  the  matter 
of  some  kinds  of  equipment  were 
evident  last  fall.  Yet  the  athletes, 

knowing  the  football  financial  situa- 
tion due  to  the  inauguration  of  foot- 
ball into  the  school,  cooperated  with 
the  athletic  council  whole-heartedly 
and  did  not  complain. 

Three  or  four  hours  of  strenuous 
work  each  day  is  the  lot  of  the  ath- 
letes who  are  trying  to  mord  faith- 
fully represent  the  White  and  Blue 
in  football.  In  addition,  rigid  training 
rules  are  observed  at  a great  sacri- 
fice. All  of  this  is  endured  with  good 
grace.  Yet  two  of  these  men  who 
more  than  earned  their  honors  were 
dishonered  interest,  in  the  assembly 
last  Friday. 

Only  fourteen  sweat  shirts  were  is- 
sued this  year  and  these  had  been 
used  two  years  previous.  These 
sweaters  were  signed  for  by  fourteen 
men  yet  were  . used  interchangeably 
by  the  squad  of  fifty  men.  Even  then 
the  Frosh  squad  used  them  on  two 
trips. 

Two  of  these  shirts  were  lost  dur- 
ing the  season  as  every  varsity  foot- 
ball man  knows.  It  was  recommend- 
ed to  the  student  body  council  by  the 
graduate  menager,  that  the  honors  in- 
tended for  these  two  men  be'  withheld 
until  they  had  checked  in  all  of  their 
equipment.  Although  the  alleged 
facts  presented  by  Maesef  were  biased 
and  misleading,  some  of  the  council 
voted  to  give  these  men  awards. 

We  the  football  men  want  an  ad- 
justment of  this  unfair  situation.  We 
do  not  know  who  is  to  blame  for  the 
loss  of  the  two  sweat  shirts  but  we 
do  know  that  the  graduate  manager, 
Mieth  Maeser  with  a master  key  did 
go  through  every  one  of  our  lockers 
twice.  We  do  not  charge  Maeser  with 
taking  these  shirts  but  do  feel  that 
his  methods  of  redistributing  equip- 
ment may  have  been  a factor  in  the 
misplacement  of  the  shirts. 

We  believe  that  the  loss  of  these 
sweat  shirts  was  due  to  the  amount 
of  interchanging  authorized  by  the 
athletic  management.  These  men 
were  only  cooperating  by  letting  other 
men  use  them,  which  situation  was 
caused,  by  lack  of  equipment.  It  is 
the  opinion  of  the  varsity  football 
men  that  it  is  entirely  unjust  to 
with  h^jld  honors  from  any  man  be- 
cause he  has  lost  material  that  is  used 
by  fifty  other  men.

Farmers  of  Benefits 
Of  Poultry  Raising 


Professor  Byron  Alder,  head  of  the 
poultry  husbandry  work  at  the  Utah 
Agricultural  College,  will  be  the 
principal  speaker  in  the  farmer’s  sec- 
tion of  Leadership  Weeki  on  Monday 
afternoon.  He  will  speak  at  3:30  p, 
m.  in  Room  “D”,  -according  to  i>. 
Thomas  L.  Martin  who  has  charge  of 
this  section  of  Leadership  Week.  He 
Will  speak  on  lines  concerning  more 
egg  production.  Professor  Alder  is 
well  known  in  all  parts  of  the  state 
for  his  work  conducted  with  poultry. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  noth- 
ing which  is  bringing  such  profitable 
returns  to  this  county  as  the  eggs 
produced  by  the  many  large  farms  of 
the  county.  However,  it  is  pointed 
out  by  Dr.  Martin  that  at  the  same 
time,  there  is  no  other  agricultural 
line  which  lacks  system  and  expert 
knowledge  in  the  operation  of  its  vari- 
ous parts.  Because  of  its  comparative 
newness  here,  it’s  operation  on  a large 
scale  still  goes  on  in  a rather  hap- 
hazard way.  But  proper  care  and 
handling  will  make  a poultry  flock 
one  of  the  most  profitable  and  easily 
kept  departments  of  the  average  farm. 

Therefore  it  is  considered  quite  im- 
portant that  all  farmers  who  can  pos- 
sibly attend  do  so.  Prof.  Alder  will 
discuss  many  practical  experiments 
which  have  been  carried  out  recently 
and  it  is  certain  he  will  give  informa- 
tion to  the  poultry  men  of  this  sec- 
tion which  will  be  very  valuable  xnJ 
helpful.

Feature  Editor  Talks 

To  Literary  Club 

Mr.  Kennard,  for  several  years  fea- 
ture editor  of  the  Deseret  News  and  a 
well  known  writer,  spoke  before  the 
Literary  Club  of  the  University  last

In  introducing  Mr.  Kennard,  Prof. 
Harrison  R.  Merrill  told  of  the 
editor’s  experiences  in  the  newspaper 
game,  and  of  his  acquaintance  with 
leading  writers  and  contributors  of 
this  state.  He  also  stated  that  the 
speaker  was  doing  much  to  encourage 
our  own  young  writers. 

In  announcing  his  subject,  Mr. 
Kennard  said  he  would  give  an  in- 
formal talk  on  “My  Outlook  on  Life 
from  the  Desk  of  the  Feature  Editor, 
and  the  Opportunities  it  gives  me  to 
View  Life.”  He  related  in  brief  the 
story  of  his  newspaper  career  from 
the  time  he  began  as  a cub  reporter 
on  the  local  staff  of  the  Deseret  News 
fifteen  years  ago,  until  the  present 
time.  He  was  given  the  church  run, 
and  had  valuable  experience  report- 
ing news  from  the  city  and  county, 
federal  court,  capital  and  police  de- 
partment. But  he  was  more  inter- 
ested in  human  interest  Uone3  and 
finally  drifted  into  the  magazine  part 
of  the  newspaper,  during  the  regime 
of  managing  editor  Harold  Cofr, 
“and  that  accounts  for  my  present 
position,”  he  commented. 

The  feature  editor  stated  that  he 
has  an  outlook  on  life  that  is  unique. 
“I  do  not  stay  chained  to  mv  desk,” 
he  declared,  “for  I go  with  my  con- 
tributors and  get  their  views  on  life. 
I visit  old  .land  marks;  view  vast 
deserts  and  climb  to  the  top  of  old 
Timpanogos,  with  Professor  Merrill.” 

“If  you  are  a successful  writer  your 
personality  must  go  into  your  work,” 
Mr.  Kennard  told  the  students.  “The 
editor  is  constantly  looking  for  some- 
thing new  and  original,  something 
that  only  you  could  have  thought  of.” 
He  concluded  his  talk  with  a discus- 
sion of  literature,  its  definition  and 
history,  and  an  appeal  to  students  to 
read  and  form  opinions  of  what  is 
good  or  bad  literature.

The  chairman  of  the  department  of 
scouting  is  Dr.  Carl  F.  Eyring  who 
will  be  assisted  by  Associate  Regional 
Scout  Executive  Oscar  A.  Kirkham 
and  Scout  Executive  Andrew  A.  An- 
derson. 

The  new  publication  mentioned, 
“Scoutmaster — Patrol  Pow  Wow,”  is 
a development  of  Charles  S.  Smith 
who  is  Educational  Director  of  the 
Boy  Scouts  of  America  and  instructor 
in  scouting  at  the  teachers’  college  at 
Columbia  University. 

“Since  most  scout  masters  are  now 
introducing  or  using  the  Pow  Wow 
method  in  their  troops  the  course 
will  give  a fine  opportunity  to  get  the 
correct  point  of  view  as  to  how  these; 
plans  will  function  in  their  troops,” 
explained  Dr.  Eyring.

The, 
features  outlined  for  discussion  are 
the  child  and  his  play,  recreation  for 
the  adult,  youth;  a wise  and  happy 
use  of  his  leisure  time;  home  recrea- 
tion and  intelligent  leadership  for 
leisure  time. 

In  the  Little  Theatre,  all  dramatists 
will  receive  instruction  on  how  to 
choose  plays  to  fit  various  occasions 
for  ward  and  other  entertainments. 
The  coaching  of  the  characters  for 
the  plays,  scenery,  properties,  effective 
lights  and  their  scenic  and  economic 
value  will  be  discussed.  There  will 
be  given  practical  demonstrations  of 
this  work. 

Very  valuable  information  will  be 
found -in  the  course  on  Pageantry.  It 
will  include:  how  to  make  and  pro- 
duce a pageant;  the  realation  of  color, 
light,  costuming  etc.,  to  successful 
pageant  production.  Various  poses  to 
form  effective  tableaus  will  be  dem- 
onstrated by  the  instructor. 

Dancing  and  its  social  aspects  and 
phases  will  prove  of  interest  to  manv 
dancing  managers.  Discussions  and 
demonstrations  in  dance  advertisement, 
management,  the  latest  steps  in  folk 
dancing,  fox  trots,  and  waltzs  will  b 
given.  Emphasis  will  not  be  placed 
on  any  dance  in  particular  but  on 
dance  rhythm,  phrasing  and  compo. 
sition.  The  social  dance  control  will 
be  emphasized,  showing  which  dances 
to  allow  and  the  ones  deemed  unde, 
sidable.  Dance  mixing  and  the  pro- 
duction of  large  crowds  will  also  be 
discussed.

The  “Y”  Cafeteria,  each  year  is 
gaining  in  favor  with  that  portion  of 
the  student  body  which  desires  to  re- 
main on  the  campus  for  luncheon. 
The  cost  of  the  food  served  there  is 
a minimum  and  is  probably  as  well 
prepared  as  modern  cookery  knows 
-how  to  make  it. 

This  department  is  not  conducted 
by  any  person  or  persons  for  any  ad- 
vantage or  profit,  but  is  a required 
class  for  the  home  economics  major. 

It’s  purpose  is  to  give  practical  ex- 
perience; to  give  the  girls  an  oppor- 
tunity to  work  under  pressure;  to  in- 
able  them  to  develop  their  own  ideas 
and  ideals  in  connection  with  their 
work. 

Each  quarter  five  girls  are  register- 
ed for  this  class,  and  each  week  their 
work  rotates.  One  girl  manages 
which  includes  planning  menus,  order- 
ing foods,  selecting  receipts  and  over- 
seeing generally.  Another  prepares 
meats  and  meat  substitutes,  the  third 
is  in  charge  of  vegetables,  the  fourth 
salads  and  the  fifth  takes  care  of  de- 
serts. 

Substitutes  in  any  form  are  avoided. 
Only  real  butter  and  pure  milk  from 
contented  cows  are  used.  Patent  fill- 
ings and  processes  are  not  adopted. 
The  serving  room  is  the  work  room, 
therefore  patrons  can  see  for  them- 
selves that  everything  is  absolutely 
clean  and  sanitary,  and  that  only  the 
best  of  conditions  prevail. 

There  is  an  average  of  seventy 
people  served  daily  in  the  cafeteria, 
bringing  in  fifty  to  seventy  dollars 
week.  This  sum  is  sufficient  pnly  to 
cover  expenses  and  pay  a small  wage 
to  those  who  do  such  work  as  dish 
washing,  etc. 

This  cafeteria  is  not  required 
pay  gas  bills  or  rent,  which  fact 
minimizes  the  expense  to  the  student. 

Clean,  wholesome,  well-cooked  food 
sold  at  cost,  is  the  policy  responsible 
for  the  success  of  the  cafeteria.
